The entire team play¬ 
ed outstanding ball with Chuck 
Orebaugh’s sensational punting 
standing out. 

Grinnell was the next team to 
fall before the Polar Bears’ at 
tack and they were downed 25 to 
0. The Bears displayed ability at 
the passing game in this tilt and 
completed several passes for long 
gains. 

Travelling to Fort Dodge the 
Pink and Green barely nosed out 
the Dodgers by the score of 12 to 
6. The Polar Bear scores came on 
a sensational 45 yard run from

Coach Johnson Has Great Record 


That good looking young man 
from East Des Moines, as he is 
sometimes called, namely Coach 
Johnny Johnson, in his three and 
a half years as mentor at North 
High has made a record of which 
he can be proud. 

Johnny took over the coaching 
position at North in the fall of 
1929 upon the resignation of 
Coach Billy Sherman. That fall 
he did not have a single regular 
returning from the successful 1928 
team which had met defeat only 
once. The squad developed fast 
and closed the season with a good 
record of three wins, three losses 
and two ties. The gridsters placed 
third in the city race. 

The basketball team of the 

1929- 30 season had a great record 
of fifteen wins and five losses. 
They finished second in the city 
series, losing both of their games 
with Roosevelt. 

Baseball was introduced at 
North in 1930 and Johnny’s team 
was rated as one of the best in 
the state. The nine won 12 games 
and lost four. In the quest for 
the state title, the aggregation 
captured the district title and ad¬ 
vanced to the state finals where 
they were eliminated in the semi¬ 
finals. 

The fall of 1930 saw Johnny 
with another green team which 
went through the season and f ; n- 
ished with a record of three wins, 
three losses and two ties. The 
eleven placed third in the city 
series race. They rose to the 
heights in the final game of the 
season and defeated West Water¬ 
loo 7 to 6. The Waterloo team 
was one of the outstanding out¬ 
fits in the state that fall. 

The Pink and Green cagers of 

1930- 31 again won second place 


in the city series. The basketteers 
had a record of ten wins and sev¬ 
en losses for the season. 

Coach Johnson’s nine of 1931 
reached the peak in high school 
baseball by winning the state 
championship. The team defeat-

ed Yale in the finals 4-2 in 12 
innings. The crew had an aston¬ 
ishing record for the season, los¬ 
ing only two games and tying one 
while winning 18. 

City championship laurels were 
realized by Johnny for the first 
time in 1931 when the grid team 
won the title by defeating every 
local high school. The gridsters 
had an excellent record of five 
wins, two losses and one tie. Their 


scoring was unique in that they 
averaged just one touchdown a 
game for the season. The Polar 
Bears won all of their five games 
by one touchdown and both de¬ 
feats were by the same margin. 

For the third consecutive year 
Coach Johnson’s basketball team 
garnered second place in the city 
race. The cagers had a fine rec¬ 
ord of 12 wins and six losses. The 
basketeers lost five of their first 
six games but then started a win¬ 
ning that was stopped by Roose¬ 
velt in the finals of the sectional 
tournament. 

The Pink and Green nine of 
1932 had another great year with 
18 victories and three defeats. The 
team advanced to the final round 
of the state tournament where it 
was defeated for the champion¬ 
ship by Armstrong. 12 to 11. 

One of the best teams ever to 
represent North High on the grid¬ 
iron was the team the season just 
past. Coach Johnson’s players 
had a truly great record of seven 
wins and one defeat. The lone 
defeat came at the hands of East 
High in the final game of the 
season. 

A total of games won and lost 
show that Johnny has a percent¬ 
age of .667 in football with 18 won. 
nine lost and five tied. In basket¬ 
ball h’s record shows 37 wins and 
18 lost for a winning average of 
.672. His baseball teams stand 
head and shoulders over the other 
sports in games won and lost with 
a total of 48 victories, nine de¬ 
feats and one tie for a mean aver¬ 
age of .842. 

To go still farther with these 
figures his teams have won 103 
contests and lost 36 for an aver¬ 
age of .741 or seven victories out 
of every ten contests.
